The United States began as a seaboard nation, 
and when ships were built of wood it had ship 
material at the coast. As it spread west from the 
_ seaboard and as iron was substituted for wood, 
American activities were turned in other directions 
and America’s transportation need was railroads. 

Our challenge of British shipping ceased with the 
civil war, the building of iron and steel ships and 
with the interior development of the United States. 
America lost its place on the sea and it lost its 
rating as a navy power. 

Possibly the civil war, in which the British 
aided the south, prevented our m tile compe- 


tary competition to determine whose shipping 
should survive. The British purpose was acconi- 
plished by the factors in American development 
which Mr. Lasker has described. 

Natural conditions do not now promote the re- 
covery of the American marine. They are against 
it. American money has gone into shipping, but 
into British shipping, and it is now Opposed to 
the methods by which the American government 
will try to restore the flag to the sea. Americans 
in large numbers are not tempted to the sea for 
their living. We have virtually de to be a 
maritime people. : 

The restoration and recovery are planned by 
means of a ship subsidy which will enable Ameri- 
dan ships to sail in competition with foreign ships.

COAL PRICES. 

Secretary Hoover has invited the leading coal 
retailers of the country into conference in Wash- 
ington in an effort to obtain the same codperation 
from them to prevent kiting of retail coal prices 
because of the strike that he has obtained from 
the operators who are now producing. Such action 
is needed. Local coal dealers, and probably those 
im other sections of the country, have already 
announced their intention of raising retail prices 
ef high grade coal as soon as their present stocks 
are exhausted. 


This. plan to raise prices is based upon their

THE WOMAN AND THE LAW. 
“I'm not sorry I shot him. I did right to shoot 
him. I should have killed him before I did.“ 
Thus Peggy Marie Beal, a trained nurse of 
Springfield, Ill., who shot and killed a man because 
he would not marry her, lays the foundation of 
the sentimental defense which she undoubtedly 
will offer if brought to trial for his murder. It is a 
sentimental defense which is being too much 


the taking of law into the hands of an individual 
even to the extent of inflicting the death penalty. 
As such it is an attack upon all law and upon so 
ciety in general as well as upon human life. 

Peggy Beal is no inexperienced, emotional 
schoolgirl, though if she were the fundamental 
right and wrong of the matter would hardly ‘be 
changed. She is an experienced woman, married, 
and the mother of a child of 4 years, with the added 
sophistication of training and practice in nursing. 
| She went into an illicit: love affair with her eyes 
wide open. And when the man in the case told her 
not only that he could not marry her because he 
was not divorced, but that he was “a devil with 
the women,” she killed him. “ Her faith survived” 
his refusal to marry her, but her pride could not 
bear the assertion that he had won the love of 
fifty other women as he had won hers. Therefore 
she took the law into her hands and murdered him, 
and now asserts she did right. 

The records of the criminal courts in this coun- 
try are full of such cases, and probably in ninety- 
nine cases out of each hundred the woman has 
been acquitted by a sentimental which saw 
only her tears and heard only her sobs. Half a 
dozen such cases will recall themselves immediate- 
ly to residents of Chicago within the last few years. 
Peggy Beal is merely laying the foundation for ac- 
quittal in a similar manner. 

It should not be. Grant that the man in the case 
was a brute and a villain. Does that make the 
woman a high priestess of purity and justice? Does 
that put her upon a throne from which to wield 
the power of life and death over another, regardless 
of law? It does not. It breaks down the very law 
which should protect the woman by protecting 
society. If a woman may safely kill a man whom 
she assumes has wronged her, who is to say that 
a man should not kill a man who has wronged him? 
Such a theory, if carried into practice as numerous 
loose women have carried it into practice, would 
bring society to a state of collapse. No wrong 
purifies and elevates the wronged person to such a 
degree above society that she qualifies to judge 
and administer punishment. 

No woman, wronged or otherwise, should delude 
herself or attempt to delude the public with the 
idea that she is defending her sex or the honor of 
her sex by such killings. On the contrary she is 
weakening their position by demonstrating a tend- 
ency to set women above the law, and thereby 
breaking down the law which provides as many 
safeguards for the protection of woman as it 
for the protection of man. | | 

Let us hope that the jury which tries Peggy 

and other juries of soft hearted, soft headed 
men, which may be called upon in future to try 
similiar cases, reach their verdict upon the facts 
within the law, not upon the sentimentality out- 
side the law. 


THE IRREDUCIBLE 
MINIMUM. 


The United States senate by a large majority 
has yoted for an army with an enlisted strength 
of 133,000. This is 18,000 more than allowed by 
the pacifist controlled house, but 17,000 leas than 
the number advised by Gen. Pershing, President 
Harding, and the war department as the minimum 
for the maintenance of our national safety. 

That is enough of compromise on this vital 
matter. In fact, it is too much, but it marks de- 
cision by the senate and probably must be accepted. 
Nothing less can be accepted. That point must be 
thoroughly impressed upon the senate, It has 
made an error in coming down to this figure in 
the face of the sound judgment and advice of the 
men whom the nation has trained through life to 
conduct ita defense and advise its provision of 
national safeguards. It has left absolutely no 
margin for compromise with the house. 

When the bill goes to conference the senators 
in the committee must stand pat. All the con- 
cessions which can be made with any degree of 


ther concessions must be made by the house con- 
ferees and the house itself when the bill is reported 
back. The best expert advice of the nation, backed 
by all the experience of history, is unanimous on 
that point. No niggardly effort to save a few 
millions of dollars this year can be allowed to 
sacrifice many more millions in the future, and 
perhaps to sacrifice hundreds of thousands of 
tives, as has been needlessly done because of past | 
policies of unpreparedness.
